Did you ever behold yonng Bawbones 12 all
his glory—when, with the scalpel in his bloody
hand, upon the rigld eadaver which lay strevched
upon the dissecting table before him, he traces
o ehining nerve through all its ramifications, or
separate one deliontes tissua from another?

To those who bave not enjoyed thie
rare foliclty, we purpose to deseribe him as he
appears ench week-day night. Among the many
pluces in our city which to the great mass of
people are clonked in an almost impenetrable
myslery me

THE DISSECTING-ROOMS,

Of these the general public have but a vague
idea, as to the particulars of their loeation; and
arg far from poseessing any definite knowledge
on the subjeet. From Dame Ruomor they have
learned a little; bat by reason of a nataral
timidity, and a powerful misgiving that if they
attempt to penetrate into these adyla of medl-
cive and surgery they will be rewarded by a
bharsh rebuke, or, what is very possible, an
ejvetment vief armis, they hesitate from any
effort at unveiling the mystery, and remain per-
force no wiser.

MEDICAL STUDENTS
are nccounted a graceless sel of scamps, ‘‘nrone
to wander into by and forbidden pathe,” fuli of
evil schemes and wicked devices. ‘i'heir immo-
rality J& recognized; for rarely a Bunday passes
but eome divine announces a discourse for their
particalar beaefit, and to which, both from the
pulpit and through the medium of the press,
their earnest attention is invited—a disvinction
which other classes of scholars are not com-
monly known te recelve, and :lemonstmtimi
that the young medicos are in need of clerica
exhortation. While it has been polntedly ob-
served by some philosophers that medicine and
morals go ““hand in hand,” it I8 in the main
quite certain that the medicnl student has a dis-
Imhiliﬂll to master the one and overrate the
mportance and ignore the other; and teo often
their Almea Maier stands aghast at the
IMPUDERT AUDACITY
and cool daring of her progeny. When the
medienl student matriculates, and enters upon
the etudy of the human anatomy, he is inapired
with an ambition to prosecute his important
investigations on the fresh eubject. It Is but
little satisfaction to bhim to dissect a manikin
made by some skilful Frenchman; to remove
layers of mock-flesh, strip off great clusters of
muscles, and take off limb by llmb, until one

sves only a hideous torso, by just removing a

few pins, when he knows that in a room over-

bead bis brothers are revelling over the freshly
embalmed eabject just imported from the Alms-
bouee or Potter’s field. Forthwith he acquaints
the demonstrator with his passion for liveller
worl, is referred to the janitor, payvs his money,
and in twenty-four hours is overwhelmed in the
contemplation of the body of a ecadaverous
pauper and its subsequent dismemberment.

BODY SNATCHRRS.

Before our State laws were framed to meet
the great want of medical colleges-—subjects—
onr readers will remember the many horrible
tales of body enatehing, when at

——*‘the very witching hour of night
When churehyards yawned," -

the graves were robbed of their dead. Our eity

has in time past been often intensely agitated

Ly euch horrible occurrences. Bul when a

liberal law was enacted these excitements sub-

flded, from the belief every one had that the
supply from legitimate sources would be ample
for the wants of the colleges. The act which
governs this matler, passed In the session of
1807, reads thus:—
THE LAW OF 1567T.

An Act for the Prometion of Medical Science and o
'revent the Traffic in Human Bodiss in the Cily of
Pmladeiphia and County af Aleghony.

Seclionl, Be [t enacted, ete,, That any public
oificer in the city of Philadeipbia and county of
Allegheny, having charge sthereof or control over
the same, shall give permission to any physician or
Kurgeou of the spme olty and county, upon his re-
quest made therefor, to take the bodles ol deceased
persons requirea to be buried at the public expense,
1o be by him used within the State for the advanoce-
ment of medical seience, preference being glven to
medionl schools, publie and private, and sald vodles
) be distrbuted to and Among the same equltably,
the number assigned to éach belng proportioned to
that of its studenis: Provided, however, that if Lhe
deceasad person, durius his or or her last slckness,
of hia or her own aecord, shall request to be burfed
or \f any person clulmiuq to be and satisfylng the
proper authorities that he ls of Kludred to the de-
ceased shall 48k to kave the body for burial, it shall
be surrendered for interment; or If such deceased
person was a stranger or traveller who died sud-
denly, the body shull be buried and shall not be
randed over a8 aforesald.

Section 8. Every physiclan or &urgeon, before re-
Calving any such dead body, shall give to the proper
authorities surrendering the same to him asuMcient
bond that ench body shall be used only for the pro-
me tion of medical sclence within this State. Aund
whosoever shall use such body or bodies for any
other pur pose, or shall remove the sanre beyond the
lwits of this éuu, and whosoever shall sell or buy
Fuch body or bodies, or in any way traflic In the
sumue, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor,
and shall, on conviction, be lnprisoned for a term
nui e¢xceeding five years at hard labor in the county
Jail

WHREERR THE SUBJECTS COME FROM.

The Almshonse and the Coroner's office are
the prolific sources whence comes the supply
of eubjects for dissection, How they are re-
moved from these places, when and to what
particular Institutions, 18 known to but a few
persong, and they are very close mouthed,
After seventy-two hours, say the rules of the
new Morgue, the unclalmed body shall be
burled; but as o supplement to these rules was
but recently enacted, to the effect ““that any
regular physiclan may embalm an unclaimed
body, with the permiselon of the Coroner,”
it will at once clearly apFenr that instead of
being removed to the fleld for sspulture, they
will at once go to the college, where, as {8
stipulated by the law, they shall be used for the
advancement of medical science.

THEIR PRICE,

But while the law again says “The sald
vodics ehall be distributed among the medical
colleges equitably,” therefore leaving one to
imagine that no expense (save that of transpor-
tation) would be involved to the students, they
experlence no such happy condition of afalrs.
Twenty dollars 18 the average price they pay
for a cadaver, and the quotations fluctuate ne-
cording to the hygienie condition of the g:upers
and the extremes of weather. It would be quite
an expensive veuture tor one student to pur-
chase by and for bimself; and Lo mitigate it
four usually combine In the buying of & sub-
ject, nud take each a limb. leaving the vital
parts to be dissected by the demonstrator, ac-
companled by an explanatory lecture,

A HIDEOUS PLACE,

Let us look into the medical department of
one of our colleges. We descend fnto the cellar,
and 1uto a special apartment of 1t. An almost
overpowering nausen assalls us. With every
breath we inbale & combination of sickening
odors, arlsing from mounldgring tlesh and chemi-
cals, Here 18 the place where the bodies are
received and subjected to the embalming pro-
cess, such ns the injection Into the \'u‘]ns of
pyroxylic spirit, or melted wax and arsenle, or
other antiseptice. Thus are they preserved
uutil the flemdish demand for “more” from
rome eanguine and gory-handed Sawbones shall
issue from the d ting-room, At one end of
this cellar we discover a huge shaft of not less
than four feet in dlumeter, which reaches up to
the floor of the sateroom adjolning the dissect-
‘pg-ball, and covered al its u? by u trap-door.
Aud upon aseending to this floor, the wpper-
most 1o the buildiog, we flod above the frap a
pulley, and through It a Yope, to the Cmrnf
which is fastened & hook. I8 use we at onee
Auire.

A
frightfully-repulsive scene meets the oye. Be
fore you extend two rows of tables, each
frelghted with a ghastly burden, over which a
score ol enthusiastic SBawbooos hover wilh
flendish enthusiasm, making you believe that

“They are neither brute nor human —

They are ghonls,”

Upon some of the tables yon descry bodles,
some shapely In form, as yet untouched by the
scalpel, and partinlly covered with coffee-bags
or oll-clothe. Upon others, you see the subject
dirembowelled, with an arm or leg missing, and
with its flesh laid open, where the student hns
beéen tracing the arterial system, and coverod
with masses of gory muscles. Upon anolher a
hideous, eyeless bhead, or a torso in process of
reduction to a shapeless, distorled, diggasting
mass of human flesh. And over all these tables,
pleking with tweezers and knife, are the
students, some with sleeves rolled up, and thus
untrammelled in their bloody labors; some with
bapdages about the mouth to prevent the taiot-
ing odors from Infecting their lungs. Here,
from early dusk until late al night, they slash
and eut, and saw with the utmost energy and
sang froid. Here it is you behold younw Baw-
bones in all his glory !

THE CHIEF BOILER.

There is here a man, whose look Is ln keeping
with his repulsive calling, who boils and
bleaches the bones of the subjeots, that the stu-
dents have stripped as far as possible of fleah.
The bones, it is eaid, he lays upon the roof of
the building to be whitened, and then sends
them off to be artienlated. He makes his living
by bolling skeletons at §12 each.

THE ‘“‘RESURRECTIONIST"

is the one who procures the hodies for the stu-
dents. Where he gels them, or how he gels
them, legitimately or by a system of seavenger-
ing, I8 never questioned. I8 is his voeatlion —
to sconr for subjects for the students, whether
they come from the Almshouse, the prisons, the
hospitals, the Morgue, the Potters-field, or the
graveyards,
OTHRR DISSECTING ROOMS,

Having seen one, youn become famillar with
the transactions of those at the Unlversity of
Penndylvania, Jefferson College, the Phlladel-
phia Universitv, the Eclectic College, and all
the many private dissecting-rooms In the clty.
They all proceed npon the same general plan.
All B]resent the same disgusting scenes. All
getl their subjects from the same source. Some-
times they are brought to the colleges in
“‘broad daylight” in provision wakons, and
thus suspiclon is warded off. Ih many instances
they are delivered in bags.

But we must draw the curtain on these
horrors.

PRESBYTERY MEETING.

Meeting of the Philadelphia Presbytery—Hegn=
Inr Buslness.

A slated meeting of the Presbytery of Phila-
delphin was heid this morning, at 10 o'clock, in
the Old Pine Street Presbyterlan Church, Pine
street, above Fourth, the Moderator in the
chair. The proceedings were opened with de-
votlonal exerclses. ’t"he minutes of previous
meetings were read and approved,

A motion was passed stating that In foture
all meetings of presbytery should be called by
nieu]:‘m of printed circulars from the stated
clerk.

The committee on the West Chesnut Street
Church made a report. They reported that the
church was organized by the reception of tuir-
teen members. The re}norl. was received and the
church placed on the list of the preshytery.

The committee on the German Sireet Church
reported thai the congregation of that church
have agreed to remain in their old loeation,

A communication was read from the congre-
ratlon of the West Chesnut Street Church, ask-

pg that thelr pastor, Dr. Nevin, be referred to
the Missionary Board for ald to the amount of

8lx hundred dollars per annum for Lwo yeara,
al the end of which time the congregation sa
that they wiil be able themselves to ralse all
required of them, and themselves contribute to
the board from which they now ask ald. The
communication was presented from a special
committee, who were unable to agree, and who
ask the preabytery to decide for them.

It was laid upun the table for the present, for
the reagon that the congregation had not as yet
legally elected their pastor,

An {nvitation was recelved from Dr. Crowell,
asking presbytery to hold Its next stated meet-
lngtind the Becond Presbyterian Church. Ac-
cepted.

A regular call from the West Chesnut Street
Presbyterian Church, asking for the services of
Iiev. Alfred Nevin as pastor, was presented and
received.

Dr. Nevin stated that he accepted the call.
The church was started last August in a parlor
of o private house in West Puiladelphia. He
suld that the ald was asked from the Board of
Missione because the work was prosperous,
and promised betler results than other older
churches, which have never gol on with all
their help. It seems that the committee do not
like to lwlfl it, because IiL I8 Loo prosperous.
If they wish, we can go ahead more siowly;
then, aaarhnpn, they will help us. The money is
needed, but il it Is not given we will go ahead
usl the same, as well as we can, without it,

It was stated that the Injunction on the
church was a question of right only. The
rallroad company did not desire to disturb the
congregation, but thatl at some fature time they
remove from their gronnd. The company
merely wanted their title fully declared on the
records of the courl. The church do not ex-
pect nor do they want to remain upon the
ﬁmund for any great length of time. The

uillding there is only temporary. They ex-
pect to put up & fine permanent bullding in
another locstion at no very late day,

The call of Dr, Nevin wae acted upon fa-
vorauly.

The report of the committee, embracing the
application of the West Chesnut Streel Church
for ald from the Board of Missiens, was taken
from the table and discussed.

On motion, the request of the congregation
was recommended to the board for the amount
asked.

A committee ef three was appolnted to report
suitable action on the recent death of a member
of preshytery,

An application was received from Rev, Mr,
Neill, & Presbyterian clergyman, asking for
misslonary work from the Eren'hyl.ery. He had
been & misslonary in both Carolina and Califor-
nia In former vears, but was obliged to stop
work for a while on nccount of ill health. As
hie health 1s now better, he wishes to go to work
again. The matter was referred to an appro-
priste committee,

After the transaction of some unimportaut

business the presbytery adjourned until after-
noon.

A Lo, at 2 o'cloek this mornlng, destroyed
neui . ten thousand dalinra worth of properly
on' uildings owned by Measrs, E. K. Tryou, Jr.,
& Co., In the rear of No. 230 N. Becond streel,

Running back from Second street a distance
of about 8300 feet is o five-storied brick strac-
ture, terminating in a two-story brick bulldiog,
the first oor of which is used as an engive-
room and the second floor by Richard Pendle-
bury, manufacturer of woollen bobbins, Back-
ing the Iatter is a three-storied etructure, in the
basement of which a colored man named C.
Green carries on the manufacture of hominy;
the firet floor is wunoccupied; the second
story s devoted by Messrs. !lh-ffman & Sone to
wood-torning and working in pearl, Ivory, and
boune. The firm were pretty extensively en-
gaged in making bone and ivory sleeve buttons,
barpess rings, crochet needles, ete. The third-
#tory Is tnkea up by three parties, viz., Mr.
Grase, manufacturer of bungs; Charles Baltz,
wood-turner; and Mr. Eggling, who is also a
wood-turner. Each of these partiea had con-
siderable stock on hand, together with the
lathes, tools, and other machinery.

The fire originated in the engine-room, en-
tered the second story, and destroyed entirely
Mr. Pendlebury's property, which consisted of
a full stock, and eloven Iathes and other neces-
sary machinery. His loss is not at present
known.

The flames then entered the second-story
windows of the rear bullding, and consumed
about one-half of the stock and mackinery of
Mesere, Hoffman & Sons; then entered the third
story, and destroyed its countents, together with
a portion of the roof.

Mesere. Tryon & Co., the owners of the rear
bullding, bave an Insurance of 8500 in the
Royal Insurance Company, which will probably
cover the loss,

The engine-houge is almost a wreck., It is
not ineured.

Hoffman & 8ons lose about #2000, which is
covered by 1500 insurance. The loss of Mr,
Baltz is about §200, and that of Mr. Grass cannot
be more than $1000. . The portion occapied by
Mr. Eggling recelved damage by water only;
the loss is trifling.

Mr. Green, on the basement, had a stock of
hominy worth 8200 and some machinery. IHe
is protected by an Insurance of $400.

1,122,564 21, The receipts of the eslate daring
1870, from colllerles, city loans, leases of pro
!-ert_v (inciuding the transfer of an unexpended
alance of $105. 98260 to the Directors of the
City Trusts on March 1) amounted to #707,141°07.
The expenditores for the same period aggre-
pated §747.206 92, leaving a balance in the trea-
sury on Decembor 381, 1870, of &19,84505.
Among the items of expense we find §54, 045 for
taxes, 8562 027 fer bullding dwelling-houses on
Bixth etreet, below Brown, #3526 000 as a tempo-
rary investment, and §1850 for the widenlng of
Water street.

RonBERY OF SEWING BSILKS.—Last evening
the store of J. & A, Kemper, No. 83 SBouth
Fourth street, was broken into by thieves, who
carried off gewing silks (o the value of $450,
the property of a young man, who occupled a
portion of the first floor as a salesroom.
